recognizable condition.

grades of deficiency of the vitamins 
in the diet result In any recognizable 
syndromes.

the alphabet in the vitamins, we 
find some researches that have been 
carried out on vitamin Bl on the 
tone of the large Intestine. 


Muscle Should Be Alert 


By the "tone" of an Involuntary 


muscle, such as the Intestine, Is 
meant something that corresponds 
very closely to elasticity In a rubber 
band. Whether the muscle is on the 
alert and ready to contract and move 
In response to stimulus Is one of the 
primary conditions of health.

X-rny In studying digestive disorders. 


It has been noted that the Incidence 
of atonlclty. especially In the largn 
intestine, fa very high. 
Constitu- 


tional conditions, the debility accom- 
panying and following diseased statea 
and In convalescence, general slug- 
gishness and run-down feelings, and 
neuroses, are all responsible for their 
share of such conditions. The wide- 
spread habit of Increasing the ton« 
of the Intestine, or attempting to, by 
the use of cathartics In the presence 
of any infection of constitutional con- 
dition, la an example of the primi- 
tive knowledge of this fact. 


By the use of the X-ray It la PM- 


sible to arrive at very accurate con- 
clusions as to the tone of the Intea- 
'Ine by measurements of He volume. 
An atonic colon will naturally dilate. 
It has been found that when animals 
have been fed on a diet deficient la 
vitamin Bl, the colon begins to be- 
come atonic after about two months. 
After atonlclty of the colon ha* de- 
veloped, vitamin Bl added to the diet 
of the animals promptly results la 
the disappearance of the atonlcttr. 
These results have been confirmed :n 
human beings also by X-ray atudleo. 
The findings may have some prac- 
tical application, although moot hu- 
man diets are likely to contain vlta^ 
mln Bl In good quantities. Under 
certain circumstances it IB possible 
that deficiency will occur. 


"In general," says Sherman, "It 


may be said that there need b« no 
practical danger of shortage of vita- 
min B except where an unduly 
number of calories needed in nutri- 
tion are taken In the form of artifi- 
cially refined foods."
